DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . The election requirement imposed 8/20/03 is withdrawn by the examiner. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following: The text on page 5, lines 
9-12 is incomprehensible. Furthermore, several unidentified abbreviations were found in 
the specification (EVA and EMA on page 7, last line and APAO on the penultimate line 
of page 13). There cannot be any unexplained abbreviations in the specification. 
Ethylene- vinyl acetate (EVA) is acceptable. On page 12, at the end of paragraph 29, a 
viscosity of 2000 centipoises at 2000 degrees C. 200 degrees C maybe? 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. Polymers do not have molecular weights. They have weight average or 
number average or viscosity average or peak average or Z average molecular weights. 
Weight average molecular weight is acceptable. 
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5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-5, 8, 9, 13 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

7. Claims 2, 3, 8, 9, 1 3 and 4 contain improper Markush language. If the last 
conjunction is "and" or "and/or", proper Markush language is "selected from the group 
consisting of. Always. Without exception. 

8. The term "high molecular weight" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the 
claim indefinite. The term "high molecular weight" is not defined by the claim, the 
specification does not provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one 
of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the 
invention. The height of the molecular weight is immaterial. "A weight average 
molecular weight greater than about 200,000" is acceptable. . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Simmons et al. 5,869,555. 
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1 1 . Simmons et al. disclose 5-90% Kraton G1 651 with other block copolymers 
(column 5, lines 1-35, other block copolymers in column 5, lines 55-65, 0-65% tackifiers 
in the paragraph overlapping columns 6 and 7, 0-50% plasticizers in the paragraph 
overlapping columns 7 and 8 and up to about 2% antioxidants in the paragraph 
overlapping columns 8 and 9. Applicant's claims are not novel. In the alternative, it 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art, at the time the invention 
was made, to select high molecular weight SEBS from a list of equivalents.
